About a week ago we had 
a most pleasant summer 
evening. It was eve n 1 y 
warm, but beginning to cool 
off someavhat. The air was 
clear, with the sun display¬ 
ing soft golden colors on the 
mountains! It’s times like 
the.se when tho urge to hike 
strikes! So o,n went the 
hiking boots, and I headed 
for a familiar place Just ten 
minutes and about four 
miles from here . . . Eaton 
Canyon .... one of my fav¬ 
orite places! 

And you know, it was 
really Incrc'dible! 1 was en¬ 
tirely astounded to find tht= 
stream is s^lll running like 
a veteran! Maybe we should 
take bets on when it v/ill 
finally give out. But let’s 
hope it won’t be for a while, 
for I had the most inter- 
osllng time hiking along 
that meandering, gurgling 
IxKly of life-giving water! 
Remember, water is such a 
scarce commodity In South¬ 
ern Califonnia, that it ex¬ 
cites the soul when one 
learns that an arroyo still 
has Tuning water in it as 
late as Aug;ust! My gosh, 
there have been some years 
when I’ve seen skimpier 
streams in winter and spring 
. . . tho times they’re sup- 
po.spd to be at their fullest! 

I hiked along the stream 
for quite awhile, taking iin 
its rare summer wonders 
and the beauties of a gentle 
August evening. ’The streams 
that runs in February is one 
that is different than’ the 
one that flows in May or 
later. In fact this year there 
was so much rain that I be¬ 
lieve the river was much too 
rapid for life to start right 
away. When I look my stu¬ 
dents to Eaton Canyon in 
the beginning of May, life 
in the stream was very 
sparse. But now in August 
since the savage soul of the 
river has been soothed by 
the element of time, life in 
its boundaries appears to be 


quite abundant! 

There were four major 
things that impressed me 
the most, once I got over the 
incredible fact that the 
stream was still running. 
The very first thing I no¬ 
ticed was that the sijrface 
of the quiet pools was seem¬ 
ingly littered with speedy 
little water strlders (I’ve 
talked about these creatures 
in a previous article). I im- 
agir>e tliat since the stream 
has bean running for .so long 
many stream animals have 
had a chance to build up 
their populations to a high 
degree! Water stridors zip¬ 
ped about on every calm 
surface av'allable!

Claims for State Senior Citizens Tax and Rent As¬ 
sistance Programs may be filed between now and October 
2, according to Martin Samaniego, executive director of 
the Greater Los Angeles Community Action Agency. 

“There ane some one million senior ci izens in Los 
Angelos County wiho are eligible for assistance. The aver¬ 
age homeowner is able to receive reimbursement of ap¬ 
proximately $237 or 41 per cent of the property tax paid. 
Renters are eligible for an average $74 paymenh” Sam¬ 
aniego said. 

Homeowners must occupy their residence and have 
$12,000 or less in annual household income. Renters must 
pay at least $50 a month rent and have $5,000 or less 
annual income.

Lawyers! 

We (have the heaviest concentration of lawyers on 
earth — one for every 500 Americans; three times as many 
as are in England; four times as many as are in West 
Germany; twenty-one times as many as there are in 
Japan. We have more litigation; but I am not sure that 
we have more justice. No resources of talent and train¬ 
ing in our own society, even including the meidical care, 
is more wastefully or unfairly distributed than legal skills. 

Ninety per cent of our lawyers serve ten per cent of 
our people. We are over-lawyered, and under-represented. 

Volunteers Can Help! 

Just because Lire passage of Proposition 13 will force 
a cut in some municipal funds previously used for street 
cleaning and litter control in many areas, California doesn’t 
have to become a dirty state, accordig to John Cashel, 
president of the Californio Anti-Litter League. 

Cashel said, ‘The precedent of less litter and de¬ 
creased litter-control costs has already been set in many 
areas where there is personal pride on the part of resi¬ 
dents and visitors, and an effective community beautifi¬ 
cation effort. If people just stop and think and show a 
lit Je pride in their environment, they won’t litter.” Cashel 
added, “On the local level, a .number of California com¬ 
munities that participate in the Clean Community Sys.em 
.have shown dramatic decreases in litter with resulting 
cost savings long before Proprosltion 13.” 

“Through efforts of California Anil-Litter League 
and the recent passage of thp Litter Control, Riec>'cling and 
Resource Recovery Act (fSB-650), we don’t expect Proposi¬ 
tion 13 to adversely affect the state’s beauly,” Cashel said. 
“But. it’s as importan sa ever that every citizen do his 
or her part for a cleaner, more beautiful California.”

We must eliminate from our judicial system costs 
which can be resolved in other ways. No-fault insurance 
sy^ems, adopted by many Stales, are a step in the 
right direction; national standards for no-fault will have 
a much greater impac,,. We support no-fault divorce laws, 
like those p£Lssed when I was Governor of Georgia and 
the ones passed here in California, that can reduce liti¬ 
gation that is unnecesary and also the bitterness that 
litigation brings. We must look for ways to reduce the 
tremendous burden of medical malpractice costs.

Pot Primer for Parents. 


Know enough basic facts about marihuana to talk 
toyourson and daughter about it. 

As a parent, you’re concerned. Yon read that 
eohege, high school, even junior high students smoke 
marihuana. What about your own son or daughter? 
Have they tried it? Would they tell you? Do you just 
keep quiet and hope-do you talk? 

Your youngsters may joke about grass, tea, joint, 
loadi, head—words that mean something different to 
you. They seem to know more about drugs than you 
do-that’s their side of the generation gap. But not all 
their “facts” may be facts. 

Can you talk frankly to your child about pot? 

As frankly as about other important matters, with 
tact and mutual respect It may be easier to start by 
discussing marihuana experiences he’s beard of from 
bis friends. You won’t want to come across as accusing 
or angiy-it’s as risky to assume he does “turn on" as 
to assume he doesn’t Keep it simple, direct. And make 
sure your concern for him, and what happens to him, 
■hows. 

Who uses pot, and why? 

More boys than girls. Girls are likelier to try if 
their boyfriends smoke it. A majority of young people 
have not tried it, and have enough self-assurance to 
resist trying it. A number have tried it once or twice 
out of curiosity or boredom. A smaller number “turn 
on” just on weekends. A small percentage become 
“heads”—their lives centered around marihuana or 
other drugs, with veiy little interest in anything else. 

What proven facts about marihuana can you tell 
him? 

1. Individuals react very differently to this drug, 
which is why you hear stories of extreme reactions, 
and stories ^ no reactions. 

2. Reactions vary according to setting, expectation, 
pattern of use, and the strength of tbe marihuana 
(wdiich varies greatly). 

3. Because of all these variables, little has bean 
proven condusively about specific effects of marihuana 
oa the mind and body. TTns does not mean there are 


no ill effects, but that they cannot be catalogued and 
predicted exactly. 

4. Involvement with this drug during the years 
while the young personality is finding and shaping 
itself, and learning how to deal with life’s problems, is 
an intangible danger tb try to measure, but of deep 
importance. That’s a hard fact for the young to 
understand. 

5. The possession of marihuana is illegal imder 
local laws. In many states, it is a felony, equivalent to 
tbe possession of heroin. The laws provide severe 
penalties. Even being in the company of someone who 
possesses marihuana may make your child liable for 
arrest 

Easy answers to hard questions. 

There aren’t any. If your children ask, “What 
about parents’ drinking and smoking?” a partial 
answer is that your body and personality have 
matured. Once anyone becomes dependent on any 
drug, including alcohol and cigarettes, it can be 
difficult to stop. Even if you’re convmced they’re 
harmful. 

“Why do adults say marihuana leads to stronger 
drugs when that hasn’t happened to my friends?” A 
teen-ager’s experience is limited; it has happened. 
While marihuana itself does not lead to other drug use, 
association with “dealers” and drug users may be the 
first step to experimenting with LSD, speed and even 
heroin. And these drugs are far more than a stronger 
form of pot. 

“What about the people who say pot is OK?” To 
be honest, scientists still don’t know everything about 
the specific effects of marihuana. But certainly, the ' 

“authorities” your children quote, know even less. No 
expert is saying today that pot should be legal. 

It boils down to this. Marihuana is a risk nobody 
has to take. Least of all somebody you care about

Athens, Greece: As I 
wander about the marbled 
streets of Athens I can not 
help hut think back to the 
days of the ancients. Athens 
was the birthplace of demo¬ 
cracy, the apex of great 
arhitecture, the home of 
the great philosophers and 
teachers. One of the great¬ 
est among these was Soc¬ 
rates, the master teacher. 

What separated Socrates 
from the other teachers of 
his day was his teaching 
method as well as what he 
taught. He would present his 
students with certain evi¬ 
dence and allow them to 
form their own deductions, 
rather than giving them al¬ 
ready established formulas 
from which they would 
work. This was eventually 
to be called the Socartic 
method. 

He was also s£ud to have 
taught by digression; that is 
that he never took the easy 
way (the Via Easalius, 
built 2 AD in the reign of 
Tiberius at a cost of 23,(X)0 
dinars, 750 talents ((an ex¬ 
travagance in cost not ex¬ 
ceeded until the building of 
the Curdus Y Via (((trans. 
Curds ’n Whey))) sponsored 
by Fllibuslus, the senator)) 
which ran a distance of 
66,320 legiens, 13 cubits, 
leading all the way from 
Gaul, which (leaser had 
divided in to three sections, 
through what is now Italy, 
which had been divided into 
73 section:, to Rome. This en- 
compa.s.sed 76 Ceaseiian sec¬ 
tions, a total whih no one, 
even to this day can claim 
to have surpassed. 

Thus it can be seen that, 
if the Via Easflius was not 
paved until 2 AD and Soc¬ 
rates lived almost 400 years 
earlier, it would have been 
impossible for him to have 
taken the Via Easalius any- 
wwhere.), hut rather provid¬ 
ed his students with stories 
and examples that paralleled 
the lesson he hoped them to 
learn. He thereby forced his 
students to rely on their 
own intricate thought pro¬ 
cesses. 

It might be argued in 
favor of Socares that all of 
life can be seen as a di¬ 
gression. When we start our 
lives we set our minds to 
become firemen, doct o r s, 
Darwin.s, Flo Nightingales, 
Franklins, Da Vincis, and 
Lancelots. But it hard 1 y 
seems that we are on cur 
noble way, (Via Nobleius. 
built in the first century but 
virtually untraveled until the 
second cent . . . hut never¬
